Committee Proposes Immediate 
Major Trail Plan 


Suppose every piece of property 
from Montclair to 107th Avenue, and 
from Mountain Boulevard to the bor- 


ders of Sequoia and Redwood Region- 
al Parks, was built upon, and side- 
walks and paved streets replaced 
trails and open areas. HOW would 
horsemen reach the trails ‘within the 
parks? IT CAN HAPPEN ... IT 
WILL HAPPEN .. . dif the MHA 
does not work out a MAJOR PLAN 
FOR TRAILS OUTSIDE THE 
PARK BORDERS. 


Before asking for such trails, the 
MHA must have a definite plan; be- 
fore any such plan can be evolved it is 
necessary to have a MAP OF THE 
WHOLE AREA. At the present 
time, each area is mapped on a differ- 
ent scale; some areas are not yet sur- 
veyed; no contour lines, necessary for 
plotting trails, have been set up in 
any of the areas. The Trail Commit- 
tee has therefore asked the Board of 
Directors for an appropriation up to 
$500 to have an adequate map made so 
that the organization may have cor- 
rect data upon which to base requests 
for equestrian trails. 


Four Major Objectives Listed 


The first objectives of the Trails Com- 
mittee are to secure routes over the fol- 
lowing areas: 1. from Mountain Boule- 
vard up Leona and Dark Canyon and con- 
necting with the Bert York Trail; 2. a 
route along Skyline from Redwood Road 
to Grass Valley Road; 3. a route from the 
area near Don and Ann’s to the park 
boundaries; 4. an improved or entirely 
new route through Redwood Canyon. 


At the July meeting of the Trails Com- 
mittee, Chairman George Daniels outlined 
the four major routes needed, and also 
suggested several plans for re-routing and 
improving dangerous trails in Sequoia 
Park. 


The membership of MHA is asked to 
consider the necessity of a major, long 
range plan for tails and the importance 
of securing access routes to our parks

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Park Department Plans for 1950 Season 


President Heber James Brown, after a 
meeting with William Penn Mott, Superin- 
tendent of Parks, reports as follows: 


The miniature train project is now near- 
ing completion and is receiving first con- 
sideration from the Park Department. It 
should be completed before the end of July 
and immediately upon its completion, the 
workmen in the Park will turn their at- 
tention to the horsemen’s arena. Before 
the end of the 1950 season, we are assured 
that they will complete the following pro- 
jects: 


1. Remove the temporary connection in 
the water pipe and connect the 4-inch 
water main to the main supply tank so 
that there will be sufficient water at the 
arena for all purposes, including emer- 
gencies. 


2. Complete the piping around the arena 
and install the sprinkler system there. 
(Mr. Mott stated that he had already se- 
cured the necessary pipe to pipe the are- 
na and that the fittings for sprinkling 
were readily available.) 


3. Complete the toilets. 


4. Cover the entire arena and surround- 
ing area with the chips from the chipping 
machine. 


5. Install necessary culverts for proper 
drainage in the area, and 


6. Complete a careful study to improve 
parking conditions and increase parking 
area.
